. ments and marriages by justices of the 
peace were the chief topics on which the 
pastor scored his hearers. 

“The parish school opens one week from 
Tuesday,’ said Father Coffey, ‘‘and it is 
none too early to say that the school must 
have better support and more regular at- 
tendance the coming year than it received 
last year. The chief fault in this parish 
has been the irregularity of attendance, 
and this is a matter which the parents 
could remedy in nearly every case. 

“Excuses are offered for the nonatten- 
dance of children which would not be lis- 
tened to in a public school. Monday is 
washday, so the children stay at home. 
Tuesday is ironing day, and so they are 
needed at home on that day. Wednesday 
some relatives come in from the country, 
and the children must stay at home to as- 
sist in receiving them. Thursday there are 
errands downtown which the children must 
do, and so they are absent. Friday it 
might seem that no excuse would remain, 
but it is often found that the children are 
s0 tired from their exertions of the pre- 
vious four days that going to school 1s 
out of the question. And Saturday is the 
regular weekly holiday. Parents must get 
a better realization of their duty than this, 
or their children will grow up in ignorance. 

“T have often told some of you individual- 
ly what T think of the bad practice of go- 
ing out of church before the service is fin- 
ished. It seems that many of the congre- 
gation, especially the voung ladies, cannot 
wait until the benediction is pronounced, 
but must go out in one of the most selemn 
parts of the whole service, to get home to 
Sunday dinner tive or ten minutes earlier. 
This is certainly prompted by irreverence 
and a failure to understand what the bene- 
diction means. 

“A few Sundays ago T stood outside the 
church shortly before the close of the serv- 
ice, and as the young peop'!e came out and 
saw me they hurried back into church 
ngain, as if | were a policeman waiting to 
arrest them. But the next Sunday it was 
as bad as ever. 

“Tt ts the same lack of religious feeling 
that causes so our young people 
to be married by justices of the peace in- 
stead «of by the priest in conformity with 
the rules of the church. There are no 
words strong enough to be used in condem- 
nation of such proceeding among those who 
call themselves Catholics.’’ 

The financial affairs of the church were 
also touched on by Father. Coffey, who 
dwelt the impossibilitv of meeting the 
Obligations of the church from the pew 
rentals, and urged the congregation to at- 
tend the forthcoming parish picnic to raise 
money for paving off the debt of the 
church.

Seffon then Come 
mitted suicide by blowing out his brains, 
Stridiron registered at the hotel on Fri- 
day night and gave his address as Balti- 
more. Seffon had been at the hotel several 
days past under the name of J. H. Ford, 
Ile did not register until after the arrival 
of Stridiron, and then gave Boston as his 
residence. 

The men breakfasted together today and 
then went out. They returned and went 
to Stridiron’s room and shots were heard 
immediately afterward. Stridiron was taken 
to the hospital in a critical condition. Sef- 
fon was lying dead on the floor when the 
room was entered by hotel employes. When 
Stridiron became conscious in the hospital 
he said the correct name of the suicide 
was John Seffon, salesman of Chicago. 
Stridiron gave his own residence as Chi- 
cago, but has given no explanation of the

route to China. He is a 
banker, editor and confidential friend of 
the Czar. He declares his belief that the 
Kaiser is half crazy. 

‘At the moment I left home the gov- 
ernment was desirous of being as peace- 
ful aS possible. I do not believe the report 
that Russia has declared war on China. 
It is all rumur. There was a very strong 
feeling against war and the dismember- 
ment of China. The German influence is 
very great in China, and I must say it is 
a very bad influence, for the Germans have 
not much to risk there and everything to 
gain. They began by taking the Bay of 
Kiao-Chow and threatening China. 

“It is the object of Germany to weaken 
Russia, giving us many disagreeable ques- 
tions. Before we wefe great friends with 
the ‘Chinese. Germany went to the Far 
East to do harm to Russia and she created 
difficulties in Turkey and afterward in the 
Far East. 

“There was a very strong anti-German 
feeling in Russia when I left, so strong that 
many ae ay om articles were against Ger- 
many. The German ambassador went to 
the foreign office and asked that It be pro- 
hibited from speaking against Germany. 

“TI learn from the very best source that the 
dismemberment of China is not the wish 
of our government. 

“We could have annexed Manchura long 
ago because the people hate the Chinese 
and would be glad to be Russian sub- 
jects. 

‘“T am sure that every year, if China is 
dismembered, you will see new insurrec- 
tions in every province. The Chinese will 
be stronger when divided. They will be 
more dangerous, I mean that the awaken- 
ing of China is a dangerous thing both 
economically and politically.’”’ 

Prince Oukhtomsky said he thought Li 
Hung Chang was to be trusted, although 
he has little liking for foreigners, hated 
the Japanese and was a thorough Chinese 
patriot. 

“The Emperor of Germany, in my opin- 
ion. is half crazy,’ said the prince, ‘and 
perhaps he would like to have the Philip- 
pines and many things else. He has told 
many persons that he would himself like 
to go to the far East in a new cruiser.” 

Prince Oukhtomsky closed by saying that 
the Czar- regards the present situation as

Charged With Disturbing the Peace, 
He Begged That He Might Be 
Allowed to Die in the

. William FE. Spotswood, sometime gentle- 
man and linen! descendant of Gov. Sir 
William Spotswood, king's regent in the 
colony of Virginia long before the Revolu- 
tionary war, will go to the workhouse un- 
less some one who vererates that proud 
blood pays a paltry fine of $20. 

An attorney who knows Spotswood’s con- 
nections, but who declines to permit his 
name to be coupled with that of the wreck 
who tottered before Judge Sidener Monday 
morning in the police court, told the Post- 
Dispatch that there was no shadow ot 
doubt as to the truth of the miserable 
prisoner's blue-blooded ancestry. 

As his tall, well-molded figure 
above the loungers of the courtroom. Spots- 
wood related his story of a swift downfall 
in the polished speech of the Spotswood 
family. A mellifuous voice using words 
so choice that the court and clerks were 
agape with their spell, confessed the curse 
of whisky. Dark-brown eyes that once 
were handsome and even now flashed with 
pride were half closed by huge welts that 
told of the fight which brought him betore

Spotswood's story is a pitiable one. He 
cume to St. Louis about a year ago with 
money in his pocket and an invention for 
the manufacture of quilts. He was robbed 
soon after arriving in the city and_ his 
case was investigated at the time by (Chief 
Desmond. The money, about $500, was 
never recovered. Spotswood went to clerk- 
ing in third-rate hotels and lodging houses.

Children of the Ill-Fated Woman Were 
on Their Way to the Hospital 
When the Accident 
Occurred. 


While her children were on the way to 
St. John’s Hospital Sunday night to inform 
her of the arranement which they had made 
to take her home and place her in a nurse’s 
care, Mrs. Josephine Sarber fell to her death 
from a third story window in the hallway of 
the hospital. 

When the children arrived they learned of 
their mother’s shocking death. 

Mrs. Sarber had been a patient at St.

President of the Police Board Says the 
Machine is Mechanical Roulette 
and Should Be Prosecuted 
as Such. 


Harry B. Hawes, president of the police 
board, has taken up the slot machine evi! 
and has reached the conclusion that As- 
sistant Prosecuting Aitorney Johnson is 
the official who should act against the of- 
fenders. 

tie has caused Chief Campbell to gather 
evidence against the proprictors of slot ma- 
chimes and he has looked up the law, and 
the result will be an application to Mr. 
Johnson for warrants against keepers of 
the machines under the law which makes 
gambling and the keeping of gambling de- 
vices a felony. 

This law is better known as the Johnson 
law, from its author, Charles P. Johnson, 
a brother of the official to whom the ap- 
plication will be made. 

To the Post-Dispatch Monday Mr. Hawes 
said: “The slot machine is a gambling 
device, and its operation is one of the 
worst forms of gambling. It is nothing 
more nor less than mechanical roulette, 
which comes under the provisions ot the 
Johnson law. | believe that the proper 
procedure is. to prosecute the men who 
operate them machines, not the machines. 
To prosecute the machine is merely to 
fight the wina. 

“Chief Campbell informs me that he Is 
unable to secure from Mr. Johnson the 
proper warrants to suppress this gambling. 
where Mr. Johnson has 
they have been based on 
the Newberry law, which prohibits gam- 
bling devices in saloons. Now, in my 
judgment the issuance of warrants under 
this law is a mistake, because it leaves 
out the slot machines that may be operated 
outside saloons.

A writer in a Paris journal, quoted in the Literary Digest, 
declares that “no race is so accomplished in the use of 
sophistry for the purpose of gaining time or evading an obli- 
gation as are the Chinese.” He enforces the assertion with 
examples of the most atrocious lying. 

And yet Occidental diplomats are not unskillful prevari- 
cators. An Ambassador once asked Prince Bismarck if he had 
any designs on Luxemburg. “No,” he replied, “I have not, 
but suppose I had? Do you think my answer would be any 
different ?’’ 

Of course, the reply was a well-merited. rebuke to a diplomat 
who didn’t know how and when to ask questions, but it was 
not less a confession that the Prince considered lying legiti- 
mate in his “business.” ~ 

In some of the old books a diplomat is described as ‘a man 
who lies abroad for his country.’’ This was the accepted 
definition until Jefferson startled the world by instructing 
American envoys to be frank and straightforward. 

Since Jefferson's time there has been some improvement, but 
candor is not yet the essential to a diplomat. Hg is expected 
to throw dust in the eyes of his antagonist when the truth 
will not serve his turn. 

In dealing with the Chinese devils truth is probably better 
than lying. They won’t understand it. They will be discon- 
certed and baffied by truth telling if they are not used to it. 
Anyhow, that should be the rule if we are to impress them 
with our great superiority.

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“GETTING TOO TAME.

Nature’s method of cool- 
ing the human body is through the evaporation that accom- 
panies perspiration. While the atmosphere is dry, evapora- 
tion from the human body goes on rapidly and we keep cool.

The lesson seems to be that we should aid evaporation by 
avoiding places where there is no circulation of air. Even 
with a damp atmosphere evaporation will take place if the 
air is in constant motion. Don’t sit In drafts, but see that 
you get all the fresh air possible.

The learned judge held that, although there was an oridf- 
nance against profanity, in this case the provocation was 
‘great and therefore the offense was excusable. 

Nevertheless profanity is never excusable. It mAdy not be 
unlawful. In the view of Many worthy people it may not 
be immoral. But that it is inexcusable on the ground of 
good manners, good taste and a proper sense of self-respect 
cannot be questioned. 

The spontaneous vocabulary of a man is a reflection of his 
real self. By his speech ye shall know him. The old saying, 
*4n vino veritas,” is terribly true. When @ geptieman takes 


too much wine he still speaks like a gentleman. When a cad 
is in his cups he will talk like a cad, though in his sober 
moments, when he is on guard, he is a model of correct dis- 
course and a Chesterfield in manner. Likewise when a man 
is in a passion, when he forgets himself in the heat of anger, 
his speech will betray his vulgarity if he is vulgar, or pro- 
claim his purity if he is pureminded. Passion is the great 
revealer. 

There is a spirit in language which makes its way into the 
character. The habitual employment of the purest vocabulary 
will gradually refine the coarsest, vulgarest character. Habit 
is all powerful. The coarse man beginning the practice of 
propriety in his speech will at first seem to be what he is not, 
but if he perseveres he will come to be what he desires & 
seem. Then, when passion consumes him he will be in no 
danger of lowering himself in his own eyes or in the estima- 
tion of others. He will still be a man.

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CORN CHOWDER.—Cut enough green 
corn from the ‘cob to make a quart; pare 
and slice one quart of potatoes; pare anc 
slice two onions. Cut half a pound of pork 
in slices and fry until brown; then 
remove the pork and fry the onions tin the 


fat. Put the potatoes and corn into the 
kettle in layers, sprinkle each layer with 
salt, pepper and flour. Use half a teas- 
poonful of pepper, one and a half table- 
spoonfuls of salt and three of flour. Place 
the gravy strainer on the vegetables, and 
turn the onions and pork fat into it, and 
with a spoon press the juice through; then 
slowly pour one and one-fourth quarts of 
boiling water through the strainer, rubbing 
as much onion through as possible. Take 
out the strainer, cover the kettle, and 
boil gently for 20 minutes. Mix three table- 
spoonfuls of flour with a little milk, and 
when perfectly smooth add a pint and a 
half of rich milk. Stir this into the boiling 
chowder. Then add six crackers split and 
dipped for a minute in cold water. Put on 
the cover, boil up once and serve. 


TOMATO TOAST.—Stew tomatoes, sea- 
soning them with salt, pepper, a little 
sugar, and generously with butter, cooking 
down until they look and taste rich. Send 
to the table with a plate of crisp buttered 
toast. In serving, cover a slice of toast 
thickly with the tomato on small plates. 
This, as vou will find, makes an entirely 
different dish from plain stewed tomatoes. 


TOMATO FIGS ARE WELL WORTH 


MAKING.—While tomatoes may hardly be 
considered fruit in the truest sense of the 
term, they come this month in their best 
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condition, and tomato figs are really worth 
the making. Select six pounds of the small 
pear-shaped tomatoes; weigh three pounds 
of granulated sugar. The tomatoes must be 
quite ripe and smooth. Put them, a few at 
a time, into a wire basket and plunge them 
down into boiling water; do not allow them 
to remain a moment or they will soften; ve- 
move the skins. Put a layer of these toma- 
toes in the bottom of a porcelain-lined ket- 
tle, put over them the given amount of su- 
gar, stand them on the back part of the 
stove over a very moderate heat; watch 
them as the sugar melts but do not disturb 
them; stew gently until the sugar appears 
to have thoroughly penetrated the toma- 
toes, then lift them, one at a.time, with a 
fork, spread them out on dishes and 

in the oven or sun, sprinkling from time to 
time with granulated sugar and turning 
them once or twice. When perfectly dry 
pack them into tin boxes between layers of 
granulated sugar in waxed paper. These 
like all other sun-dried or sun-preserved 
fruits, must not be kept out while the dew 
is falling, or on a damp day. 


SPICED PICKLE SALMON.+Boil a sal- 
mon weighing from two and a half to three 
pounds, take away the bone and set asjde 
to cool. Take equal quantities of good 


vinegar and the liquor in which the fish 
was boiled, sufficient to cover the fish, and 
one dozen whole cloves, two bay leaves, 
one dozen small blades of mace, @ne tea- 
spoonful of pepper, one teaspoonful of all- 
spice and one teaspoonful of salt. Boil ten 
minutes, skim it clear, add one tablespoon- 
ful of butter. Place the fish in a jar, ur 
the liquor over it and cover with a close- 
fitting lid and set in a cool place. In twelve 
hours it will be ready for use.

THROWN OUT AT HOME PLATE. 


Arrested in a Holyoke Barn With 
Three Tramps—A Sorry Spectacle 
in Court.

HOLYOKE, Mass., Aug. 27.—Louis 5 
Sockalexis, famous as a balliplayer of the 
Cleveland National League Club in 1897, was 
sent to jail Saturday for 30 days for vagran- 
cy. He was arrested in a barn with three 
other vagrants. 

In court Sockalexis presented a sorry ap- 
pearance. His hair was unkempt, his face 
gaunt and unshaven and his once erect form 
stooped. His clothing was filthy and his 
shoes so broken that the toes protruded. 
Of all the prisoners he was the shabbiest 
and dirtiest. 

“T had a good time at college,’’ he said. 
‘T had a good time in Cleveland. They liked 
me in the baseball field and I liked fire- 
water. Drink threw me out at the home 
plate. It was a hot game for me while it 
lasted. Here I am a common bum. If I 
was on the ball field today I wouldn’t know 


how to play the game.”’ 

Sockalexis is a Penobscot Indian. He was 
born in Oldtown, Me. His father is one of 
the leaders of the tribe, which survives 
in that state. Sockalexis attended Holy 
Cross College, Worcester. Then he went to 
Notre Dame University in Indiana. From 
the university team he went to the Cleve- 
land club in 1897. 

Drink led to his suspension and final re- 
lease from the club. The young Indian was 
ruined by early success and the attention 
paid to him by sporting men at the height 
of his career.

Brady explained that a match between 
the champion and Fitzsimmons for Friday 
night is out of the question. 

‘“Jeffries,’’ said Brady, ‘‘is not in training, 
and therefore could not do himself justice 
were he to fight Friday night, the day 
named by Fitzsimmons. Three weeks ago 
the champion offered to meet Fitzsimmons 
in a bout on Friday night, but the Austra- 
lian declined the issue, saying that his fight 
with Sharkey would be his last appear- 
ance in the ring. 

“Taking Fitzsimmons at his word, Jeff- 
ries, who had- been doing a little training, 
quit work and is now in no shape to defend 
his title. Jeffries, however, is willing to 
fight Fitzsimmons as soon as he can get 
into shape, and cancel several theatrical en- 
gagements he has contracted for. 

‘Within six months the champion can pre- 
pare himself thoroughly for a battle. If 
Fitzsimmons is reasonable when we confer 
today articles for agreement for a fight 
will surely be signed.

KENTUCKY. 


GOOD HORSES ALL WRONG. 


Jean Beraud, Lieut. Gibson and Others 
Will Probably Be Retired From 
the Turf. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 27.—Many good 
horses have gone wrong during the past 
season, and it will go on record as one 


of the most disastrous in the history of the 
southern and western turf. At the be- 


ginning of the season, it will be remem- 
bered, I stated that Jean Beraud was not 
the animal his ‘owner, Mr. Whitney, 
thought he was. I had watched the horse 
in his training at Churchill Downs, and 
came to the conclusion he was getting too 


much work for his naturally weak legs. 
Finally his Hmp became so pronounced 
that there was not a trainer at the Downs 
but remarked about it. Pete Wimmer de- 
clared, though, that the legs were simply 
stiff and that the kinks would all be 
taken out as soon as he got some warm 
work. Wimmer is a favorite with the 
horsemen here, and none of them doubt his 
ability. As a result, no one disputed his 
assertion. I made the announcement that 
Jean Beraud had gone wrong in the Post- 
Dispatch and there was a storm of indig- 
nation from all sections of the country. 
Kastern turf writers, who had not seen the 
horse, ridiculed the idea. In spite of this 
my opinion was unchanged, and I simply 
Stated that his first race would show 
whether Il was wrong. 
Wimmer went East with 
String, and when the horse 
the track his owner was satisfied that 
there was nothing wrong with him. su 
then there came the crucial test, and Jean 
Beraud was thrown out of training for the 
season. It is doubtful if he will ever race 
again. Several other horses in the bunch 
are said to be in bad shape, too, and the 
difficulty seems to be with their legs, also. 
Uf course, it may be accounted for in 
other ways, but in my opinion it did not 
do Jean Beraud any good to get an all-win- 
ter training in the mud and mire during the 
cold days Wimmer never let up on the 
colt. He shoved him along in wet and clear 
weather. Only when the snow was too deep 
did the horse remain in the stable. Even 
then he was walked about under the shed 
Surrounding the stable. Until the bright 
warm days came he looked in the pink 
of condition, and seemed to have the big 
events of the East at his mercy. Every 
mail took to Mr. Whitney most encourag- 
ing reports concerning the condition of the 
horse in which he took so much pride.

There are-some owners who 
very early training. Umbretla bill MeGui- 
gan is one of them, as is also John Mad- 
den, but they adopt this plan because they 
are anxious to dispose of their promising 
horses as soon as possible, neither of them 
caring to take any chances of an accident.

made separately for each line. 
valuable lines are wholly within 
limits, while the lines that run 
county are worth comparatively a small 
amount. Under this torm of return the 
State Board of Equalization assessed each 
road separately and St. Louis got the full 
benefit of the assessment on lines that lay 
Wholly in the city. 

“The consolidation of the street railroads 
made it possible for the new company to 
return the value of its properties in a lump. 
This year the returns for all the linés were 
made under the one head—United Railways 
Co. The total assessment was exactly the 
same as last year, $12,680,086.18. But the law 
requires that where an assessment is made 
in this form, the value shall be reckoned on 
a mileage basis as an average and pro rated 
to the localities where it exists. 

“t'nder this rule the total value of the 
mileage of the United Railways Co. was 
assessed at the same figure at which it was 
valued last year, and the mileage in the 
county Was pro rated, 

Thus part of the value of the more ex- 
pensive lines in the city goes to the county 
and vice versa. The result is that the as- 
sessed valuation of street railwavs for tay- 
ation by the city this vear is $11,439.789.77, 
and the value of the county is $11,429,789.77, 
making a total of $12,680,086.55, exactly what 
it was last year. 

“Last yvear the city got 
an assessment of $12,393,233.: 
got the revenue on only $286,853.18. ‘he 
state board had no discretion in the mat- 
ter. It was compelled to follow the law. 
The cause of the difference is the lump re- 
turn made by the United Railways Co.” 

The loss in revenue to the city by this as- 
sessment will be about $12,000, 

A dispatch from Jefferson City to the 
Post-Dispatch says that the State Board of 
Kqualization is reconsidering the 
ment on street railraods and the distribu- 
tion of the value between St. Louis and the 
county.
